PEKIK  ChtnW-July-  23. — Th*  G«v*r*»- 
men  professes  to  view  the  revolutionary 
movement   In   the   South   without  alarm. 

Southern  troops  from  Nanking,'  known 
a^i  the  Yuan  expedition,  have  suffered 
a  fresh  reverse,  and  are  retreating  from 
Schow  Fu  and  taking  up  a  strong  posi- 
tion at  Linwakwan.  in  the  Province  of 
Anwhei,  where  the  Tientsin-Nanking 
Railway  crosses  the  Hwal  Hiver,  to 
await  the  arrival  of  the  Canton  expedi- 
tion, which  is  expected  to  land  15,000 
troops  it  Pukow.  The  Government  ae- 
clares  that  the  navy  will  sink  every 
TShip  engaged  in  transporting  the  Can- 
ton expedition  if  ever  it  starts. 
Deprived   of   Kuik 

A  manifesto  has  been  Issued  strip- 
ping General  Chen  Chi  Mei,  the  ex- 
Mlnister  of  Commerce,  and  General 
Huang  Sing,  the  former  generaUssimo 
of  th*  revolutionary  army,  and  now 
commander  of  the  Southern  army,  of 
their  ranks  and  orders,  offering  a  re- 
ward to  any  of  their  followers  who  ar- 
rest or  kill  them,  and  a  pardon  to  all 
the  rebels  who  surrertder.  except  the 
leaders. 

President  Yuan  Shi  Kai's  firm  de- 
terrolnation  to  supprMe  the  rebellion. 
Is  restoring  confld«ne«  to  the  wavering 
Chinese,  and  has  elicited  the  approval  of 
all  the  legations,  with  the  exception  of 
the    Rneeian    fcnd    Japanese. 

The  Chinese  Qovernment  protests  in 
bitter  terms  that  the  rebels  have  been 
enabled  to  perfect  their  plans  through 
tne  existence  of  the  system  Of  foreign 
settlements  and  concessions,  and  that  If 
the  syotem  did  not  exist  the  rebellion 
would   not   have   occurred. 

Bix    Xnadred    Killed 

SHANGHAI,  July  23.— Southern  reb- 
els, reported  to  nttmber  3,000,  attacked 
Kfang  Nan  arsenAl  at  3  o'clock  yester- 
day morning.  The  defenders,  not  ex- 
ceeding 2,000,  were  strongly  entrenched 
and,  assisted  by  the  navy,  repelled  the 
attacks.  The  fighting  lasted  until  7;30 
o'clock.  According  to  the  eeClmates, 
600    rebels    were    killed. 

Another  attack  wa«  repelled  at  1 
o'clock  this  morning,  the  southerners 
being  unable  to  gain  any  ground,  as 
only  3,000  were  engaged  In  the  attack, 
but  their  casualties  largely  exc.;ed4d 
the  official  estimate.  Many  of  those 
killed  were  civilians.

The  United  States  of  America  will 
take  official  recognizance  of  the  visit 
of  the  New  Zealand  to  ^hese  waters  at 
the  end  of  this  week.  Information  to 
this  effect  was  cabled  to  the  city  yes- 
terday by  Admiral  Reynolds,  who  is  in 
command  of  the  United  States  fleet  at 
Bremerton,  and  arrangements  are  now 
under  way  for  selecting  the  warship^ 
that  are   to  come   here. 

This  compliment  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  to  Canada  and  the  Com- 
monwealth beyond  the  Pacific  has  been 
made  possible  largely  through  th© 
Cltltens'  committee  In  charge  of  the 
Carnival  arrangements,  but,  regardless 
of  its  source,  it  will  be  accepted  in  the 
hijafh  spirit  of  courtesy  and  international 
goodwill   which   created   it.

How  this  achievement  Was  brought 
about  18  not  less  interesting  than  the 
achievement  itself.  Tn  his  capacity  as 
president  of  the  Citizens'  Committee,

OTTAWA,  July  23. — The  Post  OfTlce 
Department  has  under  consideration  the 
whole  question  of  the  parcels  post 
system.  It  will  not  be  In  a  position  to 
announce  any  plans  for  aome  time,  how- 
ever, as  to  the  rate  to  be  charged  and 
othflr  details  of  the  undertaking.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  July  23.— Pres- 
ident Wilson  has  determined  that  no 
faction  of  the  Mexican  revolution  shall 
obtain  arms  or  ammunition  from  the 
United  States,  and  that  neutrality  must 
b*  observed  In  its  strictest  sense.  This 
waa  the  Interpretation  of  the  neutrality 
laws  decided  upon  today  after  confer- 
ences with  Senator  Bacon  and  Repre- 
sentative Flood,  chairman  of  tha  two 
congreaalonal  committees  on  foreign 
relatione. 

While  the  Mexican  rebels  ha\e  been 
getting  no  arms  here,  today'*  develop- 
ments mean  that  the  Huerta  Adminis- 
tration will  bo  deprived  of  the  privilege 
previously  given  the  former  Madero 
Government,  and  the  United  States  will 
not  take  sides  In   the  present  dispute. 

The  Constitutionalists'  representatives 
here  had  protested  to  the  state  depart- 
ment that  inaamuch  as  the  Huerta  Gov- 
ernment had  not  been  recognlxeKl,  it 
ought  not  to  obtain  arms.  This  con- 
struction of  the  case  found  favor ^^In  tha 
official  circles,  and  while  the  repeal  of 
the  resolution  of  March  14,  10X2,  was 
considered  by  admfnlstratlon  officials  as 
one  way  of  equaling  conditions,  it  was 
decided  that  the  same  purpose  could,  be 
fcerved  by  denying  ammunition  to  all 
factions.

The  famous  railway  builder 
and  capitalist  has  just  completed  a 
tour  of  inspection  of  C.  N.  R.  western 
lines  and  of  the  vast  holdings  of  his 
firm  in  British  Columbia;  and  during 
his  present  visit  is  expected  to  take  up 
with  Sir  Richard  McBrlde  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Government.  Important  matters 
relative  to  progress  on  the  new  trans- 
continental, with  special  reference  to 
undertakings  on  Vancouver  Island.  It 
is  likely  that  during  his  stay  announce- 
ment will  be  made  as  to  the  awarding 
of  the  contract  for  the  line  from  "Vic- 
toria   to    Patricia   Bay. 

Very  happily,  Sir  Donald's  visit  syn- 
chronizes with  the  coming  of  H.  M.  S. 
New  Zealand,  and  the  list  of  dis- 
tinguished persons  who  will  be  on  hand 
to  welcome  Captain  Halsey  and  his 
officers  will  therefore  be  augmented  by 
the  presence  of  one  of  Canada's  fore- 
most citizens.  As  Is  well  known,  Sir 
Donald  has  always  taken  the  keenest 
Interest  in  the  problem  of  Canada's  par- 
ticipation in  naval  defence. 


LONDON.  July  23. — The  prospects  for 
peace  among  liie  BAlk«n  Stat^a  wera 
much  Improved  today,  the  King  of  Rou- 
mania using  his  influence  towards  gen- 
eral conciliation.  Difficulty,  however, 
expected  to  arise  through  the  ex- 
treme attitude  of  Greece  In  claiming 
possession  of  Cavala  and  Drama  as 
well    as    Salohlca. 

TTie  powers  seem  to  have  reached  no 
decision  as  yet  as  how  to  deal  with 
Turkey. 

Lord  MOrley,  questioned  on  this  sub- 
ject in  the  House  of  Lords  tonight,  de- 
precated public  discussion  of  such  a 
critical  situation.  He  practically  re- 
j  peated  Premier  Asquith's  warning  to 
Turkey.  He  aald  he  was  unable  to  state 
what  action  the  Powers  were  prepared 
to  take,  and  a/Jded  that  the  British 
Government  desires  to  carry  out  a  policy 
of  supporting  th*  Ottoman  Government 
in  the  recuperation  of  Its  administra- 
tion and   finances. 

Bonmaala'a    Attitada 

SOFIA,  July  28. — Replying  to  a  third 
telegram  from  King  Ferdinand  of  Bul- 
garia. King  Charles  of  Roumania  an- 
nounces that  he  has  advised  his  Gov- 
ernment to  propose  to  Servia  a«d 
Greece  an  immediate  cession  of  hostili- 
ties. Roumania  has  further  agreed  not 
to  interfere  with  railway  or  telegram 
communication    with    northern    Bulgaria. 

The  conciliatory  disposition  displayed 
by  Roumania  In  the  last  few  days  will 
mitigate  the  resentment  felt  at  the 
Roumanian  invasion. 

The  Russian  Emperor  has  sent  a  mes- 
sage to  King  Ferdinand  In  response  to 
Bulgaria's  appeal  to  Russia  to  end  the 
war,  expressing  sympathy  with  Bul- 
garia's misfortune  and  jOy  at  the  pros- 
pect of  peace,  adding,  however,  that  the 
Bulgarians  must  be  prepared  to  make 
sacrifices. 

The  Bulgarian  delegates  are  expected 
to  start  for  Bucharest  by  the  end  of 
the   week. 

Servians  resumed  their  attack  of  Kus- 
tendil,  and  In  a  serlfis  of  desperate  an- 
gagements    were    repulsed. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  Powers  have 
assured  Bulfarla  that  It  Is  needless  for 
her  to  concern  herself  with  Turkish  oc- 
cupation In  Thrace,  and  that  they  will 
deal   with   that  themselves. 


Proposed  Vtaararnan   Treaty 

PARIS,  July  23. — In  referring  to  the 
proposed  treaty  between  the  Unuad 
S'tates  and  Nicaragua,  The  Temps  today 
recalls  that  Secretary  of  State  Bryan 
declared  to  a  member  of  its  staff  In  1908 
that  the  United  States  ought  to  evac- 
uate the  Philippines,  that  the  United 
States  was  big  enough  and  did  not  want 
other  colonies.  The  newspaper  says 
that  Mr.  Bryan's  rapid  change  of  opin- 
ion, as  manifested  In  his  statement  to 
the  Senate,  shows  once  more  the  prac- 
tical spirit  of  the  American  who  knows 
how  to  cast  off  mere  theories  when  the 
future  of  his  country   Is  at  stake.

R.    Ro.»s.    Minister    of    Lands;    Mr.    H.    B. 


Mr.  H.  S.  Clements,  M.P.,  who  ar- 
rived In  tht  city  yeijterday  to  Interview 
the  Hon.  J.  D.  Haisen,  Mlnlsitr  of  Mar- 
ine and  Fisherlea,  is  taking  up  a  strong 
attitude  upon  the  queation  of  Asiatic 
lishlng  In  the  Prov.nce  -of  British  Co- 
lumbia, and  intends  during  the  next 
few  days  to  impress  upon  the  Minister 
the  desiiability.  In  the  interest  of  the 
white'  population  of  the  Province,  of 
having  the  grof\tlng  of  licenses  to 
Asiatics    stopped    permanently. 

"1  want  total  exi'luslou  In  this  mat- 
ter," he  said,  in  conversation  with  a 
Colotilsl  representative,  'and  if  I  can- 
not have  It  1  want  the  next  thing  to 
It,  and  that  l»  the  stopping  of  the  issu- 
ance of  further  flceiisea  to  Asiatics  for 
fishing  in  the  Province.  And.  for  that 
matter,  1  Intend  to  urge  that  the  de- 
partment should  investigate  tile  licenses 
at  present  held,  because  I  am  convinced 
that  in  a  greai  many  cases  they  are  be- 
ing held  and  oi.erated  lllesltimatclj — ■ 
that  is  to  say,  they  are  being  operated 
in   the    names    of    white   people. 

"Now,  the  fl-'hlng  Industry  in  the 
I'rovlnce  of  British  Columbia  Is  one  of 
the  greatest  assets  the  country  has.  .\s 
such  It  affords  an  opportunity  for 
white  labor  which  la  not  surpassed  by 
any  oll*er  industry,  and  I  think  It  is 
■"unfalf'that  "If~aTi6uia  be  ..■xplolted  by 
the  Asiatic  to  the  detriment  of  the 
white  population.  It  Is  bad  enough  that 
Asiatics  should  monopolize  the  fishing, 
but,  to  my  way  of  thinking.  It  Is  a 
great  deal  worse  that  they  should  be 
doing  so  under  false  pretences,  as  1 
ani  advised  theV  are  In  a  great  many 
cases. 

"it  Is  my  Intention  to  bring  this 
matter  before  the  Minister  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries,  and  to  ask  him  to  have 
It  thoroughly  investigated.  I  do  not 
know  what  the  Government's  attitude 
may  be  In  regard  vto  this  matter,  but  I 
approach  It  from  the  point  of  view  of 
member  of  Parliament  for  Comox-Atlin, 
and  In  that  capacity  my  contention 
stands  that  the  exploitation  of  the 
fishing  Industry  by  the  Asiatic  element 
should  be  be  allowed  to  go  on.  but 
should  be,  at  all  events,  curtailed  as 
far  as  possible  consistent  with  inter- 
national  rights. 

"Apart  from  this  and  some  minor 
questions,  the  fishing  industry  of  the 
section  of  the  Province  which  T  have 
the  tronor  to  represent  is  In  a  splendid 
condition.  The  catches  are  well  up  to 
Ih?  average,  and  the  returns  are  also 
on  a  par  with  the  best.  On  Monday 
next  the  Hon.  J.  D.  Hazen  will  leave 
Victoria  and  visit  Prince  Rupert,  from 
which  point  I  propose  to  conduct  him 
over  the  various  fishing  stations  on  the 
Coast.  While  in  that  vicinity  he  will 
also  make  a  call  at  the  <annerles  and 
have  a  look  at  the  conditions  existing 
there.  While  little  may  be  heard  of 
the  cannery  business  in  these  parts.  It 
is  safe  to  say  that  It  la  forplng  ahead 
at  a  tremendous  rate,  and  I  am  sure 
that  the  Minister  will  be  .imB7:ed  at  the 
.•-■ight    In    store   for    him."

A  few  years  ago  one '  could  hardly 
take  up  a  London  paper  without  read- 
ing an  article  upon  the  impending 
hegemony  of  Germany  In  Europe.  This 
was  the  time  when  silly  novels  and 
sillier  plays  were  being  written  to  prove 
that  any  day  the  Teuton  might  come 
and  John  Bull  would  be  driven  off  his 
'right  little,  ti.?ht  little,  island."  Those 
were  the  days  when  to  suggest  that  the 
British  lion  wa.s  not  .  toothless  and 
asleep  was  to  lay  oneself  open  to  the 
charge  of  being  dI.slo\-al.  The  hour  was 
at  hand  whpn  the  Kaiser  was  about  to 
bestride  the  Old  Wor'.ri  like  n.  Colussus, 
and  Britain,  Kranre.  RusHia  and  all  the 
rest  of  the  nations  were  to  creep  out 
under  his  huge  legs  to  find  themselves 
dishonorable  graves.  Germany  was,  we 
were  gravely  assured,  about  to  give  the 
law  to  Europe.  Then  came  the  Agadlr 
incident,  and  a  ray  of  suspicion  illu- 
mines the  recesses  of  the  souls  of  the 
patriotic  Jeremiahs,  and  they  began  to 
think  that  pcsslbly  after  all  the  Ger- 
man Ogre  had  not  scared  the  rest  of 
the  continent  out  of  its  eenses  and  was 
not  goln«  about  muttering.  In  diplomatic 
language,  "Fee.  fl,  fo,  fum,  I  smell 
the  blood  of  an  Englishman."  Then  a 
little  mountain  state  called  Montenegro 
decided  to  go  to  war.  Now,  if  ever, 
was  the  time  for  German  omnipotence 
to  assert  itself.  If  the  time  was  going 
to  come  when  someone  ought  to  give 
the  law  to  Europe  it  had  aur«ly  ar- 
rived. But  not  a  aoun<l  came  from  Ber- 
lin. The  Balkan  allies  pounced  upon 
Turkey  and  pounded  her  to  a  standstill. 
Germany  had  been  lending  Turkey 
money,  and  had  bwn  training  her 
soldiers,  and  expected  great  things  m 
connection  wttb  the  Baghdad  Hallway. 
.K  little  bit  of  real  lively  hegomtmy 
would  hav«  been  a  uoeful  thing  at  that 
time  to  bare,  but  Oermnay  dt<l  not 
seem  to  k««p  any  In  stock.  When  the 
time  came  to  talk  of  peace.  It  was  to 
L/ondon.  not  Berlin,  that  the  repreaenta- 
tlvwif  ot  the  warrlnc  nations  went.  But 
the  peooo  arraa*»d  fw  was  broken  by 
a  row  amonc  the  succoMfal  allies.

At  the  same  time  there  is  a  lesson 
In  the  sad  event  that  ought  not  to  be 
lost  sight  of,  and  it  is  the  very  great 
importance  of  having  an  abundance  of 
light  In  the  streets.  Half  lighting  Is 
often  worse  than  none  at  all.  As  most 
people  know,  when  one  is  approaching 
e  street  lamp,  which  is  some  consider- 
able distance,  say  a  hundred  yards,  from 
another,  there  Is  always  an  area,  be- 
yond the  immediate  circle  of  light  un- 
derneath the  lamp.  In  which  nothing  is 
visible.  For  a  short  distance  the  glare 
of  the  lamp^prevents  the  eye  from  dls- 
tlngulshlng  what  Is  Immedately  beyond 
the  circle  mentioned.  Street  lights 
ought,  therefore  to  be  so  close  that 
their  circles  of  bright  illumination  will 
Intersect  each  other.  Then  a  street  is 
well  lighted,  but  otherwise  there  Is  al- 
ways a  chance  of  colifasions  Just  beyond 
the  light  circle.  This  Is  true,  not  only 
of  motor  car  tf-afflc,  but  of  vehicular 
traffic  of  any  kii>d.  We  do  not  know  how 
far  these  observations  apply  to  the  con- 
ditions existing  at  the  time  ahd  place 
of  Mr.  Proctor's  death;  but  the  experi- 
ence of  most  people  will  justify  the 
statement  that  they  are  of  general  ap- 
plicability. Mariners  recognize  the 
necessity  of  guarding  against  possible 
perils  beyond  the  glare  of  a  steamer's 
lighted  windows;  hettce  It  is  that  the 
observation  rooms  are  always  covered 
at  night.

•■V  writer  In  The  Liverpool  Dally  Post 
mentions  the  very  interesting  fact 
"that  every  field  In  the  wide  expanse 
of  England  has  its  own  distinctive 
name."  Some  of  these  names  are  very 
ancient.  There  Is,  for  example,  in  Bids- 
ston  a  field  called  "Holland's."  The 
register  for  this  parish  is  complete 
from  the  year  1581,  and  the  name  of 
H  .Hand  does  not  appear  on  it,  but  as 
long  ago  as  1521  this  field  waa  called 
"Holland'.':."  Who  Holland  was  and  how 
the  field  came  to  be  known  as  his  are 
matters  that  cannot  now  be  ascertained. 
Some  of  the  names  are  very  odd,  such 
as  "Crabsqueeze"  and  "Hackrags." 
Probably  these  are  corruptions  of  very 
ancient  words  of  description,  but  their 
origin  has  not  been  traced.  These  cor- 
ruptions are  quite  common.  'X-'allots" 
Is  one  of  them;  it  waa  originally  "Kale- 
yards." This  corruption  of  words  may 
take  place  In  a  vary  few  yeans,  and  we 
do  not  have  to  go  very  far  away  for 
proof  of  that.  Seattle  and  Tacoma  are 
both  supposed  to  be  Indian  names — the 
first  that  of  a  chief  and  the  second 
that  of  a  mountain;  but  there  never 
was  a  chief  called  Seattle  or  a  mountain 
called  Ta<'onm.  In  Northern  England 
and  Southern  Scotland  there  are* several 
fields  called  "The  Vineyard,"  and  yet 
we  mn.st  go  back  .-i  thousand  years  to 
find  a  time  when  the  vine  waa  culti- 
vated there.

It  is  highly  regrettable  that  Victoria 
was  not  represented  at  the  Canadian 
Union  of  Municipalities  Convention, 
which  recently  ccnCluded  Us  sessions  at 
Saskatoon,  We  would  have  alluded  to 
.this  matter  before,  but  understood  that 
the/City  Council  had  appointed  a  dele- 
gate to  attend  the  convention,  and  de- 
cided to  pay  his  expenses,  hut  now  we 
learn  that  the  city  had  no  representa- 
tive there.  An  explanation  of  the 
reason  why  would  be  timely.  It  was 
more  than  usaaliy  -important  that  Vic- 
toria should  have  a  representative  there 
this  year.  At  the  previous  convention 
an  Invitation  waa,  extended  to  the  Union 
of  Municipalities  to  meet  In  this  city  In 
1915,  and  It  was  understood  that  tlje 
proposal  was  looked  upon  favorably. 
But  our  chances  of  securing  the  con- 
vention have  been  considerably  min- 
imized by  the  non-attendance  of  any 
delegate  from  this  city  at  the  Saska- 
toon sessions.  From  all  accounts,  it 
appears  that  not  a  single  municipality 
in  the  Province  was  represented  at  thp 
recent  convention,  an  indication  of  K«>n- 
eral  apathy  which  certainly  calls  for 
comment.  Inasmuch  as  the  Union  Is  a 
very  powerful  factor  in  municipal  af- 
fairs, and  its  sessions  are  always  pro- 
ductive of  much  good  In  the  matter  of 
civic  legislation.  A  Vancouver  pub- 
licity club  sent  a  representative,  but  he 
appears  to  have  been  the  sole  one  from 
British  Columbia.  Delegates  who  at- 
tenSed  from  other  parts  of  Canada,  some 
of  whom  are  now  visiting  Victoria,  ex- 
press unfeigned  surprise  at  this  lack  of 
appreciation  on  the  part  of  rhunicipal- 
itles    in    this   part   of   Canada,

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Either    water    cottsumers    of    the    city 
must   show    a    less    wasteful    disposition 
In  the  use  Of  water,  or  the  Water  Com- 
missioner   win    be    forced    to    resort    to 
the    Elk    liSke    supply    to    augment    the 
supply  being   received   from   the   Esqui- 
mau    Waterworks     Company's     system. 
With  the  advent  Of  hot  weather  the  de- 
mand   for    water    has    Jumped    by    leaps 
and   bounds,  until  now   the  supply  being 
daily   taken   from   the  mains  of  the  pri- 
vate  company    is    4,750,000    gallons,   and 
the  limit  which  the  city  can  take  under 
Its   agreement,    and    wihoh    can    be    de- 
livered    through     the     temporary     main 
at     the     pressure    given     by     the     com- 
pany,   Is    3,000,000    gallons.      The    great 
euporlorlty      of      the      Coldstream      sup- 
plj',      best     as      to      temperature,      taste 
and  quality,  Induced  the, Water  Commis- 
sioner to  shut  down  the  Elk   Lake  sup- 
ply  altogether,   with  a  view   of   Improv- 
ing   that    Source    of    supply    while    the 
water  there  1h  at  Its  lowest  point.     But 
of   late  the  demand  has  shown   such   an 
increase  that  this  policy  had   to  be  dis- 
continued. 

Watfer  Commissioner  Rust  stated  yes- 
terday that  there  is  a  very  great  waste 
of  water  over  night,  hundreds  of  con- 
sumers allowing  their  lawn  sprinkling 
apparatus  to  run  full  blast  throughout 
the  night.  Such  a  demand  means  an 
enormous  Increase  In  the  amount  of 
water  used,  and  this  Is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  Smith's  Hill  reservoir, 
now  standing  at  seven  feet  nine  Inches, 
cannot  make  the  over-night  gain  on  the 
dny's  consum.ptlon  that  Is  necessary  to 
fill  the  big  basin.  While  th^  w»ter  be- 
ing wested  is  doubtless  being  pSld  for. 
that  fact  does  not  make  the  situntlon 
any  better,  as  the  excessive  demand  Is 
lowering  the  reservoir  level  and  thus 
seriously  affeetlng  the  supply  from  the 
standpoint  of  Are  protection. 

Water  Commissioner  Rust' stated  yes- 
terday that  Elk  Lake  water  at  this  time 
of  year,  from  its  odor  and  color.  Is  not 
desirable,  and  his  idea  had  been  to  cut 
it  off  altogether,  as  he  did  not  desire 
to  mix  the  .supply  from  the  two  sources. 
But  the  usele.sa  waste  of  water  during 
the  night  has  made  It  imperative  to 
turn  Elk  Lake  water  Into  the  main  sup- 
plying the  northwestern  section,  and  In 
consequence  many  complaints  had  been 
received    from    that   section. 

The  Water  Commissioner  stated  that, 
with  the  Carnlvay  coming  on,  a  perferct 
water  supply  will  prove  one  of  the 
city's  best  advertisements,  and  that  Is 
M-hv  the  Elk  Lake  water  is  not  being 
mixed  In  the  reservoir  with  that  from 
Gcldstream,  but  tmless  the  consumers 
Fhow  more  consideration  and  do  not 
pimply  waste  the  water,  there  will  ho 
nothing  for  It  hut  to  mix  the  supply. 
He  ha.'s  inserted  a  notice  In  the  press 
calling  attention  to  the  regulations  con- 
cerning .-.prlnkling,  and  Inspectors  will 
be   sent  out    to  enforce  these  rules 

The  Water  Commissioner  believes  that, 
with  lUc  assistance  of  the  consumers, 
the  great  waste  can  he  obviated.  The 
f,  000  000  gallon  supply,  he  states,  should 
be  more  than  ample  to  meet  all  legltl- 
Ttiate  denrttW*.  b"t  with  hundreos  of 
thousands  of  gallons  going  to  waste 
cverv  night,  the  problem  of  keeping  up 
the  supply  1«  a 'difficult  one,  especially 
In  this  exceptionally  warm  weather.  If 
the  consumers  will  Bsslst,  th«  supply 
win  be  ample  duHng  the  flay,  and  the 
reservoir   eteadlly    Increased   durln«   the

Learn  That  West  Has  Profited 
by  Errors  of  East  in  Munic- 
ipal Government  and  Town 
Planning, 


East  m»t  W«8t  yeaterday  In  the  city 
of  Victoria  with  the  arrival  of  the 
municipal  delsgatton  from  Montreal, 
consisting'  of  the  Mayor  and  several  of 
hla  ald-ermen  and  commlsslonera,  who 
liave  been  touring  the  Dominion  In 
search  of  a  better  system  of  govern- 
ment titan  the  one  they  have  them- 
selves. 

And  fr»m  all  accounts  It  would  ap- 
pear that  the  West  has  won  out  In  ths 
matter  of  method,  for  every  member 
of  the  delegratlon  who  was  spoken  to 
on  the  subject  exprs«««d  the  otplnlon 
that  the  Western  cities  had  not  only 
benefitted  by  the  errors  of  the  older 
clUes  of  the  East  but  had  undertaken 
the  task  of  cl\lc  government  along 
lines  of  original  though  and  develop- 
ment, which,  to  the  Easterner  of  today, 
appears    almost    revolutionary. 

"Yes,"  said  Alderman  Leslls  H. 
Boyd,  who,  by  the  way.  Is  regarded  as 
a  coming'  man  In  the  Eastern  metropolis, 
"we  have  come  here  to  study  and  to 
learn.  It  is  true  that  we  are  bigger 
than  you  are — and,  as  you  know,  the 
bigger  the  dog'  the  blger  the  problem— 
but  It  appears  that  wl^  have  not  yet 
learned   our  rudimentary   lessons.   When 

1  look  axomud  Ylt:torl8..,,Xor. Instanca, 

with  its  great  spacious  atreets.  lis 
handsome  and  commodious  buildings, 
its  splendid  system  of  lighting  and 
sundry  other  salient  features,  I  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  East  hao  a 
great  deal  to  learn  from  tlie  West  in 
the  matter  of  civic  administration.  It 
''was  the  beginning  of  the  realization  of 
that  fact  which  Induced  all  •  of  us  to 
come  h;re  at  this  time.  As  you  Itnow, 
our  purposo  consisted  of  attending  the 
convention  of  Canadian  municipalities 
at  Saskatoon,  but  having  got  so  far, 
and  having  observed  so  much  of  value, 
we  elected  to  come  through  to  the 
Coast  to  see  what  additional  lessons 
we  might  pick  up,  and  when,  as  I  say, 
we  look  around  a  city  like  Victoria,  so 
beautifully  laid  out  and  preserving  such 
an  asaiect  of  airy  healthfulness.  we  in- 
evitably come  to  the  conclusion  that 
we   have    began    at    the    wrong   end. 

"Montreal  l.s  an  old  city,  and  we  are 
trying  to  renovate  her.  That  is  what 
our  purpose  really  amounts  to.  Of 
course  sh»  is  great,  but  from  '  an 
architectural  point  of  view  she  is  lack- 
ing in  many  things  oT  essential  value 
to  the  community.  That  Is  but  one  of 
our  troubles,  however.  We  are  greatly 
interested  in'  the  legislative-  practices 
of  the  Western  municipalities,  because 
our  own  is  proving  not  exactly  what 
we  hoped  for,  or  what  the  situation  dec 
manda. 

Board  of  Control 
"At  the  present  time  we  lave  a  sort 
of  dual  government.  We  have  a  council 
of  aldermen  and  a  board  of  control.  The 
Mayor  presides  over  each  of  them.  We 
find  that  this  system  generates  trouble 
and  dissatisfaction,  and  the  general 
feeling  at  the  present  time  is  In  favor 
of  one  body,  either  a  council  or  a 
hoard  of  control.  My  own  view  Is  that 
we  should  appoint  expert  commissioners 
to  transact  the  buslnpss  of  the  city  and 
pay  them  a  handsome  remuneration  for 
their  trouble.  Of  course,  an  existing 
hody  rarely  likes  to  see  Itself  abolished, 
and  I  daresay  our  scheme,  whatever  It 
is,  will  meet  with  opposition.  Out  In 
the  West  we  have  discovered  a  splen- 
did spirit  In  municipal  affairs,  and, 
while  I  cannot  say  that  I  would  en- 
dorse, every  form  of  government  in 
vogue,  I  think  that  In  the  aggre/jate 
good    results  are   being   secured. 

"You  have  a  great  country  out  here, 
a  string  of  splendid  cities  and  a  won- 
derfully optimistic  and  energetic  peo- 
ple. This  Is  my  first  visit  to  the 
Coast,  and  I  think  it  is  also  the  first 
trip  of  nio.«it  of  my  colleagues,  and  we 
are  all  delighted  with  what  wc  have 
seen.  In  the  East  you  were  merely 
dimly  suggestive  to  us:  we  didn't 
fjulte  believe  in  you,  although  you  were 
moat  insistently  aRgresHlvc  In  present- 
ing your  claims;  but  now  we  are  con- 
vinced and  humiliated  In  our  error. 
The  West  is  great,  and  will  be  greater. 
"If  I  might  venture  to  speak  of 
Montreal,  I  would  say  that  we  arc  ex- 
pecting to  have  a  million  people  In  the 
ne.xt  five  years,  and  thRt  our  principal 
trouble  is  in  knowing  what  to  do  with 
them.  Many  peoj)Ie  are  of  the  opinion 
that  we  will  have  "to  have  a  subway. 
I  am  one  of  them.  We  may  not  need 
It  Just  at  the  moment,  but  It  would 
take  several  years  to  construct,  and  by 
the  time  it  is  completed  we  will  be 
more    than    r^ady    for    it    I'm    sure."

Conference  Between  Repre- 
sentative Victorians  and 
Hon.  J,  D.  Hazen  at  Board 
of  Trade  Roonns, 


For  the  discussion  of  various  Im- 
portant local  issues,  a  public  meeting 
has  be'en  arranged  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  take  ph'.ce  at  3  o'clock  this 
afternoon  In  the  assembly  hall  of  that 
organization,  when  Hon.  J.  D.  Hazen, 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  will 
toe  in   attendance. 

Mr.  J.  .1.  Shallcroas,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  will  occupy  th*'  chair. 
He  Is  expected  to  ope  nthe  proceedings, 
after  extending  a  welcome  to  the  dis- 
tinguished visitor,  by  referring  to  the 
vsrlous  works  ot  harbor  improvement 
which  the  Dominion  Government  Is  in- 
itiating here.  Mention  will  be  made  of 
the  drydook  and  its  Importance  to  the 
shipping  of  the  Pacinc  NortJiwest,  and, 
in  this  connection,  emphasis  will  be  laid 
on  the  urgency  of  some  action  being 
taken  to  encourage  the  shipbuilding  in- 
dustry of  Canada. 

Following  President  Shallcrosa,  there 
will  be  a  number  of  speakers.  Mr. 
Beaumont  Boggs  will  take  up  matters 
affecting  the  Inner  Harbor,  while  Mr.  C. 
H.  Lugrin  probably  will  dwell  on  har- 
ibor  development  generally.  In  the 
course  of  his  remarks  he  ■will  draw  at- 
tention to  the  importance  of  the  httge 
enterprise?  which  the  Federal  adminis- 
tration has  shouldered  in  undertaking 
the  construction  of  one  of  the  largest 
of  the  world's  drydocks  at  Esquimau. 
T-hat  the  expenditure  is  fully  warrant- 
ed in  one  of  the  points  which  Mr.  Lu- 
grin Is  expected  to  make.  In  this  con- 
nection reference  being  made  to  the  ap- 
proaching opening  ef  the  Panama  Canal 
and  the  effect  it  is  bound  to  have  on 
the  ."ihippln?  of  the  Pacific  Northwest. 
The  shipping  Industry  generally  and 
the  nccej?sity  of  Its  being  aided  mater- 
ially is  a  topic  which  will  be  dealt  with 
by  Captain  Logan,  who  la  one  of  the 
be.st  posted  men  of  Victoria  on  this 
subject,  having  bee  nclosely  Identified 
with   it    for  years. 

Several  memorlala  also  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Minister.  These  have  been 
prepared  by  two  of  tlie  board's  commit- 
tees, najnely.  that  on  Fisheries  and  that 
on  Harbors  and  Navigation.  The  for- 
mer, although  Its  contents  have  not 
'been  divulged,  is  believed  to  contain 
aome  recomniendatlons  as  to  the  best 
means  of  still  further  curtailing  the 
poaching  which  Is  'believed  to  be  prac- 
ticed in  the  waters  of  the  Island's 
west  coast  by  aliens.  The  Harbor  and 
Navigation  memorial  Is  likely  to  take 
up  the  question  of  the  local  Improve- 
ments in  a  general  way,  with  a  strong 
recommendation  that  something  he  done 
to  aid  the  shipbuilding  industry  in 
Canada.  Incidentally  the  pug.„-estlon 
probaMy  will  'be  made  that  the  Federal 
authorities  take  steps  to  establish  a 
time  service  In  connection  with  the 
new  Gonzales  Heights  Observation  Sta- 
tion. Also  the  board  may  put  itself  on 
record  as  being  in  favor  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  ecparate  and  distinct 
portfolio  of  mines  In  the  Domlnlqn  ad- 
ministration. 

To  these  representations  the  vlsitins 
Minister  is  expected  to  make  a  reply, 
and,  while  he  Is  not  likely  to  make  any 
definite  statements  at  such  short  no- 
tice, his  observations  will  be  listened  to 
with  great  Interest. 

This  morning  the  Mhrister  ■will  visit 
EsqulmAli  to  make  an  inspection  of  the 
dockyards    and    the    drydook.

Author  of  "Zaat  £7im*" 

Mrs.  lienry  Wood'a  work  if<  now 
knotvn  the  world  over.  Her  famous 
production,  "Kast  Lynne"  put  her  upon 
the  plane  of  Alphonse  Dai^det,  the 
great  French  novelist,  In  that.  with 
him,  she  has  the  wonderful  gift  of  cre- 
atlnK  sympathy  in.  the  most  casual 
reader.-  Her  diction  is  magnetic,  and 
her  'own  unique  way  of  depleting  an 
emotion  calls  for  the  highest  praise. 
There  are  very  few  writers  who  have 
caused  so  many  .-sympathetic  tears  to 
fall  upon  their  page8,  as  has  Mrs. 
Wood.  Yet,  she  might  have  been  prac- 
tically unknown  today.  The  whims  of 
publishers  are  many,  as  will  be  gather- 
ed from  the  following,  which  Is  taken 
from  "W.  Hsrrifion  Alnsworth  and  His 
Krienda": 

Mrs.  Henry  Wood  was  "discovered" 
by  Alnsworth.  In  whose  magazines  she, 
like  "Oulda,"  and  Mrs.  Lynn  Unton. 
commenced  her  literary  career.  Ac- 
cordlni?  to  her  son's  account  of  the  mat- 
ter, Mrs.  Wood  contribute!  anonymously 
lor  some,  years  ^short  stories  to  Bent- 
lay's  and  The  N'ew  Monthly,  for  which 
she,  at  first,  received  no  payinent,  b\it 
that  after  a  time  sixty  pounds  was  paid 
annually  to  her  for  the  numerous  tales 
she  supplied.  This  parslmouious  ar- 
ranjTement  w=s  in  strange  contrast  to 
Ainsworth's  customary  ways,  for,  with- 
out exception,  the  records  of  his  trans- 
actions with  his  other  maga:Jlne  con- 
tributors demonstrate  that- he  was  ever 
ovor-Renerous  In  payment,  and  did  all 
in  his  pO-^-er  to  advance  the  interests  of 
new    and    tinknown    writers. 

VV'Uh  regard  to  Mrs.  Henry  Wood, 
Alnsworth,  it  scon-..s,  preferred  short 
?torie.s  to  a  long  novel  from  her  pen; 
but  Mr.  Wood  was  anxious  to  write  a 
.serial  tale,  and.  at  last,  declaring  thai 
.•=iie  v.-ould  provide  no  more  short 
stories,  commenced  "East  Lynne,"  which 
Alnsworth  accepted  for  the  New  Month- 
ly Ma^aslne,  wherein  this  famous  story 
appeared  from  .January,  1S60,  to  Sep- 
tember, ]S61,  anonymou.oly,  "By  the 
author  of  Ashley,"  Curlotisly  enough, 
"East  I..ynne"  did  not  at  first  attract 
much  attention,  and,  In  fact — a«  in  the 
history  of  other  celebrated  novels — 
there  was  c:nn.«ild»rable  difficulty  In 
finding  a  publisher  to  Issue  the  work  in 
book  form.  It  was  first  offered  to 
Chapman  and  Hall,  nnd  AInswortli 
called  twice  to  advise  their  acceptance 
of  the  MS.,  which  was,'  however,  de- 
clined, on  the  report  of  their  reader, 
George  Meredith.  Alnsworth  urged 
rhapman  and  Hall  to  look  at  the 
story  ngnin.  They  did;  and  so  con- 
vinced were  the  publishers  of  Its 
mi^rlts,  that  they  returned  the  MP.  to 
the  reader  for  further  consideration — 
a  very  unusual  proceeding;  but  Mere- 
dith, who  Was  somewhat  didactic  to  hi.>( 
employers,  again  refused  It.  The  MS. 
was  next  sent  to  Smith  and  Elder,  who 
returned  It,  apparently  unread.  Finally. 
"Kast  Kynne"  was  accepted  by  Bentley, 
and  it  proved  to  be  one  of  his  most 
profltal'de  productions.  (The  sales  of 
the  novel  were — and  are — Immense;  and 
now  that  the  copyright  has  run  out. 
considerably  more  than  a  million  copies 
have,  been  Issued).  a1  Alnsworth  said 
to  Mrs.  Henry  Wood  on  one  occasion 
when  she  was  visiting  him:  "Chapman 
and  Ha:ii  have  never  ceased  to  repent. 
They  publish  a  work  that  has 
no  chance   of  success  .     .     and   when 

such  a  book  as  "East  I^ynne'  is  brought 
under  their  notice  they  pass  It  over.  I 
was  never  more  amazed  than  when 
Fi'rederlc  Chapman  told  me  that  they 
ho/1    returned    It   to   you."

tation   from    the    Victoria      Council      In- 
viting   the    Cnlon    to    hold    its    1915    ses- 
sion in  Victoria   was  presented,  and   was 
heartily    received    by    the    delegates    at- 
tending   that    convention.      There    is    no 
doubt,   ex-Maypr   Beckwith    believes,   but 
that    had    this    invitation      been      again 
pressed   this   year  at  Saskatoon,   Victoria 
would    hnve    been    selected    for    the    1915 
convention.      But,      unfortunately,      Vic- 
toria,      like      other      British      Columbia 
centres,    warf    not    represented    this   year, 
and  this  fact   was  frequently  and  rather 
adversely  commented   upon   by   the   dele- 
gates, who  were  at  a  loss  to  understand 
the    apparent    neglect      shown       by      the 
British    Columbia    municipalities    to    the 
work    of    the     Union.       The      fact      that 
pr-ictlcally    every    Important    city    In    the 
Kast    and    of    the    Prfllrle      section      was 
represented    at     this    year's    convention, 
where    topics    of   the   utmost   Importance 
to     municipalities     were     discussed     and 
recommendations  made  which  the  Union 
will  endeavor  to  have  framed  Into  legis- 
lation,  made    the  al»sence   of   the   British 
Columbia'  municipal    representatives    all 
the  more  noticeable. 

Ex-Mayor  Beckwith  stated  that  at 
the  Windsor  meeting  last  yesr.  the 
first  at  which  Victoria  had  been  repre- 
sented, the  presence  of  a  Victoria  dele- 
gation was  hailed  with  pleasure  by  the 
other    delegates. 

Vancouver  was  not  officially  repre- 
sented this  year,  but  there  was  present 
a  representative  of  the  Vancouver  Pro- 
gress Club,  In  the  person  of  Mr.  Maw- 
son.  Since  that  gentleman's  return  to 
Vancouver  he  has  undertaken  a  cam- 
paign, the  object  of  which  Is  to  have 
that  city  Invite  the  Union  to  meet  In 
Vancouver  In  1915.  Ex-Mayor  Beckwith 
feels  that  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Vic- 
toria's Invitation  has* already  come  be- 
fore the  Union,  this  city  shouM  not 
nfeglect  to  back  up  that  Invitation.  Th« 
fact  that  the  Panama  Exposition  wlU 
be  held  In  San  P'ranclsco  In  1916.  and 
the  low  rates  will  rnatte  It  convenient 
tor  Easterners  to  visit  this  Const,  are 
points  which  ox-Mayor  B«ckwlth  urge* 
In  his  advocacy  of  a  Victoria  conven- 
tion  of   the   Union   In   that  year. 

In  the  meantime.  Alderman  Oleaaon, 
Who  was  deputed  '  by  /  the  Victoria 
Council  to  attend  this  year's  conven- 
tion of  the  Union  at  Saskatoon,  but  who 
returned  from  his  ISactern  trip  without 
doing  80. ^thourfh  it  was  underatood  h« 
would  attend  th«>  «ea«lona.  haa  not  yat 
made  any  explanatloh  to  the  Counoil 
why  he  dW  not  carry  out  that  'Dody'a 
wishes.

Or  pcrhspa  Jic  madftJuJOie*'^'^®' 
and  what  was  intended  for  the  chair- 
man of  the  finance  cjommlttee  o£  the 
council  was  inadvertently  sent  to  th4 
head  c^  the  sewers  commltt-se.  but 
anyway.  Alderman  HunVber  is  one  of  the 
latest  individuals  to  ns^re  upon  the 
"flucker"  list  of  the  Spanish  confidence 
men.  Or  perhaps  the  news  of  the  fact 
that  the  worthy  alderman  has  juet  en- 
tered the  grandfather  class  and  Is 
naturally  highly  elated  thsreby  may 
have  led  the  bunco  men  In  Madrid  to 
make    their   touching  appeal. 

Both  Oaufhtsr  and  Daoata 
At  all  events,  Alderman  Humber  has 
been  selected  to  lead  the  victim  out  of 
bondaya  and  release  "my  darling 
daughter,"  who  apparently  is  also  "do- 
ing time"  with  her  parent.  All  Alder- 
man Humber  is  supposed  to  do  io  to  go 
to  Madrid  and  follow  instructions,  and 
If  successful,  he  will  secure  |160,000 — 
and  then  again  he  may  not.  No  ad- 
vance payment  is  made  or  offered.  Al- 
derman Humber  is  thinking  seriously  of 
being  a  benefactor  to  the  city  and 
handing  the  communication  to  the  cltys 
nscal  agents.  It  might  prove  a  new 
method  of  raising  funds  for  Victoria's 
development   and   improvement. 

In  a  letter  post-marked  Madrid,  Spain, 
bearing  the  Spanish  stamp,  and  ad- 
dressed to  Alde'-man  Humber.  were  two 
communlcatlonfj.  One  was  a  newspaper 
clipping,  telling  of  the  absconding  from 
St.  Petersburg  of  a  Russian  banker. 
Serge  SoloviefC,  with  a  mere  trifle  of 
nve  million  rubles  of  Russian  currency, 
and  his  daughter.  Serge's  sojourn  in 
the  Spanish  capital  was  beset  with  dif- 
ficulties, for  he  became  Involved  in  a 
quarrel,  and  killed  ancther  Russian. 
though  the  cause  of  thin  trasedy  is  not 
.itated.  but  Serge  departed  for  London, 
leaving  his  daughter  and  the  ducats  in 
Spain.  Serge  was  arrested  in  London, 
and  the  clipping  naively  states  "two  of 
So!o^■lef^s  portmanteaus  were  seized, 
but  although  strictly  searched,  nothing 
but  personal  eftect.s  were  found,  in  spite 
Of  which  the  Russian  Ambas.sador  de- 
clares that  the  prisoner  ought  to  hav 
several  million  rubles  somewhere." 
Presumably  the  ambassador  supposed 
the  rubles,  to  the  amount  of  some  mil- 
lions, should  have  been  in  the  grips  or 
In  Serge's  inside  pocket.  Anyway,  the 
banker,  so  it  Is  stated,  was  taken  back 
to  Madrid,  where  he  must  answer  to 
the  charge  of  killing  his  fellow  country- 
man before  he  can  be  taken  back  to 
Russia.  As  this  same  fake  has  been 
worked  for  about  twenty  years  or  more, 
it  Is  quite  apparent  that  the  Spanish 
courts    of    Justice    work    slowly. 

Vh*  Movlnir  Appeal 

Now  this  is  where  Alderman  Htimher 
can  take  the  knight  errant  part,  release 
papa  and  daughter,  and  secure  tho 
"modest  fortune."  Accompanying  the 
clipping  Is  a  letter,  signed  "Solovieff." 
and  reading  aa  follows: 

"Although  I  know  you  only  from 
irood  references  of  your  honesty,  my 
sad  situation  compels  me  to  reveal  to 
you  an  Important  affair  In  which  you 
can  procure  a  modest  fortune,  saving  at 
the  same  time  that  of  my  darling 
daughter.  Before  being  ImprfBSned  here 
1  wa«  established  as  a  banker  In  Russia, 
as  you  will  see  by  the  enclosed  article 
about  me  In  many  English  papers  which 
have  published  my  arrest  !n  London. 
I  b#seech  you  to  help  rne  to  obtain  a 
sum  of  ♦<80,000  I  have  In  America,  and' 
to  come  here  to  raise  the  seizure  of  my 
baggage  by  paying  to  the  registrar  of 
the  Court,  the  expenses  of  my  trial  and 
recover  my  portmanteaus,  containing  a 
secret  nocket  where  I  have  hidden  the 
document  indlspernlble  to  recover  the 
said  sum.  As  reward,  I  give  up  to  you 
the  third  part,  viz.,  $160,000.  1  cannot 
receive  your  answer  in  the  prison,  but 
you  must  send  a  cablegram  to  a  person 
o/  my  confidence,  -who  will  deliver  It 
to  me.  Awaiting  your  c^ble  to  Instruct 
you    In  all   my  secret." 

A  postscript  says:  "First  of  all, 
ahswer  by  cable,  not  by  letter,  aft  fel- 
lows: Fermln  Carra«co,  Calvo  Aaenslo 
#egrufldo  cento,  Madrid.  Mando  nota. 
If  umber."

That  the  bandit  who  for  ten  days  de- 
fled  the  posse  of  provincial  police, 
county  officials  and  others  who  sought 
to  effeot  his  capture  on  Shaw  Island 
has  got  clear  away  is  the  beli«f  of  the 
authorities.  The  search  and  blockade 
of  Shaw  Island  came  to  a  viftual  close 
yesterday,  when  tins  provincial  police 
were    withdrawn. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Boyce,  of  San  J  Jin 
County,  who  haa  been  dJ8tinguia*>erl  by 
his  persistent  efforts  to  capture  the 
man  wanted  by  th«  British  Columbia 
authorities,  has  decided  that  further 
hunt  on   Shaw   Island   is   useless. 

It  wa«  no  secret  to  the  police  that  the 
settlers  on  Shaw  Island  have  persistent- 
ly assisted  the  bandit,  supplying  him 
with  food,  dressing  his  wounds  and 
otherwise  auccoring  him,  while,  at  the 
same  time,  misleading  hla  pursuers  by 
contradictory  stories  of  his  movements. 
It  Is  the  belief  of  the  police  that  the 
man's  escape  from  the  Island  was 
facilitated  by  some  of  the  settlers,  the 
report  being  to  the  effect  that  he  was 
provided  with  a  boot  and  taken  nf^in 
woman's  clothing.  However  that  may 
be,  the  fact  remains  that  he  is  away, 
and  the  strenuous  and  costly  search 
undertaken  at  the  instance  of  the  pro- 
vincial police  has  proved  fruitless. 

In  the  meantime  more  certain  infor- 
mation concerning  the  identity  of  the 
two  liandits  who  robbed  the  bank  clerks 
near  Union  Bay  on  th©  4th  Inst.  of 
$2,674  has  been  secured,  and  new  circu- 
lars have  been  issued  offering  n.n  In- 
creased reward.  More  definite  descrip- 
tions of  the  men  have  also  been  se- 
cured. 

The  men  accused  of  the  robbery  am 
believed  to  be  William  Sanson  or 
Sampson,  and  a  man  named  "Ous,"  v.-ith 
a  surname  that  sounds  like  "Shlel." 
Both  are  sailors  by  occupation,  of  Swed- 
ish or  German  nationality,  but  speaking 
English  fluently,  with  a  foreign  accent 
It  was  "Gus"  who  waa  surrounded  on 
Shaw  Island.  Sanson  Is  believed  to 
have  landed  near  Bellinfrham  before  the 
hamt  for  the  other  started  on  Orcas 
Island  and  was  continued  on  Shaw 
Island. 

The  Province  is  offering  a  reward  of 
$1,000  for  the  arrest  and  delivery  of 
"Gus"  to  the  provincial  police.  He  is 
described .  as  follows:  ,^e  about  25 
years,  hair  brown,  scar  over  left  eye, 
wore  dark  blue  suit  and  black  laced 
boots  with  medium  square  toes,  height 
about  5  feet  8  inches,  weight  about  150 
pounds.  For  Sanson  a  reward  of  $500 
will  be  paid  for  hl«  arrest  and  delivery 
to  the  provincial  police.  His  description 
Is  as  follows:  Age  about  24  years,  hair 
dark  brown,  height  about  5  feet  7  in- 
ches, weight  about  150  pounds,  sharp 
features,  long  nose,  thin  lips,  brown 
eyes.  All  toes  are  misrlng  from  the 
left  foot,  and  he  walks  lame.  On  the 
right  forearm  is  tattooed  n.  ship,  on 
the  left  forearm  a,  cross,  anchor  and 
heart. 

In  addition  to  the  Qovemment  re- 
ward the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada,  from 
which  the  money  was  stolen.  Is  offer- 
ing a  reward  of  |600  for  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  the  two  men,  making  a 
total   reward   of   $2,000.

The  latest  press  dispatches  told 
of  Bun  Yat  Sen  Joining  the  forces  of 
the  South,  and  thus  openly  revolting 
from  the  Provisional  Government,  at 
the  head  of  which  Y'uan  Shi  Kal  was 
placed    aa    President.

A  three  months'  tour  of  the  scenes  of 
their  childhood  in  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces, extended  also  to  a  visit  to  the 
chief  centres  of  the  Kastern  United 
States,  is  the  experience  from  which 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ftobert  Grant,  of  Vancou- 
ver Street,  returned  a  few  days  ago 

Mr.  Grant  Is  a  former  member  of  the 
Provincial  Legislature,  having  sat  for 
the  Comox  con3tltuenc^•  for  several 
years.  Plctou,  N.  S.,  is  his  native  city. 
and,  as  it  was  thirty-six  years  since  he 
had  seen  it,  he  and  Mrs.  Grant  spent  a 
good  part  of  their  tlmt;  there  and  in 
thf-  suBroundlng  district.  Here  the  Vic- 
torian renewed  acfjualntarrces  with 
many  of  his  old  schoolfellows,  and  vis- 
ited his  brothers,  several  of  whom  still 
reside  in  that  section  of  Nova  Scotia, 
being  prosperous  and  influential  l>uisl- 
ncss  men.  One  of  the  affecting  features 
of  the  Westerners'  stay  at  Plctou  was 
a  .ticrvlce  which  Mr.  Grant  attended  in 
hip  old  church,  at  which  he  occupied  the 
same  pew  that  he  used  not  less  than 
lialf  a  century  aga 

At  Halifax  the  Victorians  also  re- 
mained for  some  time,  wliere  they  had 
tho  pleasure  of  being  present  at  the 
golden  anniversary  of  the  wedding  of 
Mr.  Grant's  eldest  brother.  He  was 
found  hale  and  hearty  at  the  age  of  sev- 
cnty-flvo,  with  a  family  of  seven  chil- 
dren, ail  living,  and  thirty-two  grand- 
children, all  in  the  best  of  health.  This 
event  is  referred  to  by  the  returned 
tourlst.s  as  one  of  the  hAppie."?t  of  their 
travels.  However,  there  were  other  in- 
cirientB  of  almost  equal  note  to  them. 
One  of  these,  Mr.  Grant  states,  was  the 
part  he  took  in  a  reception  tendered  the 
Rt.  Hon.  R.  L.  Bordon,  Premier  of  the 
Dominion,  on  his  arrival  at  the  eti«tern 
seaboard  metropolis.  He  eays  that 
thousands  turned  out  to  greet  the  lead- 
er of  the  Government,  .iccording  him 
a  moat  enthusiastic  reception.  The  Vic- 
torian was  honored  by  a  peraonal  Intro- 
duction, and  took  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunity to  extend  greetings  from  the 
Conservatives   of   the   West 

Another  affair  which  gave  marked 
pleasure  to  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Grant 
was  the  fact  that  they  were  able  to  be 
present  at  the  ceremony  attending  the 
graduation  of  their  son,  James,  at  Mc- 
Glll   University. 

That  the  East  is  almost  keeping  pace 
with  the  West  in  its  development,  is 
one  of  the  statements  made  by  Mr. 
Grant  In  summing  up  his  impressions 
during  his  stay  in  Nova  Scotia, 
was  taken  throughout  the  district 
jacent  to  pi.-ton  by  his  brothers  and 
other  relatives,  and  could  not  help  being 
struck  by  the  nd''ance«  made,  not  only 
by  the  commercial  centres,  but  by  the 
farming    spctlons    of    the    vicinity. 

Coming  rrirough  the  prairies,  the  Vic- 
torian, who  is  well  posted  on  the  nne 
points  of  agriculture,  paid  particular 
attention  to  the  crop  conditions,  and 
declares,  without  reservation,  that  the 
wheat  looks  to  be  in  better  shape  than 
ever  before  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
To  see  thou.nands  of  miles  of  line  grain 
rapidly  reaching  fruition.  Mr.  Grant  ob-' 
.Her\e8,  was  one  of  the  most  impreaalve 
sights  of  the  transcontinental  trip.  He 
looks  to  find  reported,  later  on,  a  record 
crop  for  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba. 
Baskatchewan-  and  Alberta,  and  la  con- 
fident that  this  will  have  s  pronounced 
effect  on  the  flnnnclal  condition  through- 
out Canada,  but  eepeclally  on  the  alt- 
uation  in  Vancouver  Island  and  British 
Columbia  »eiicrally.  ''

At  Xonololu  With   WarsMp 

The  Makura  arrived  at  Honolulu  one 
day  late,  owing  to  rough  weather  hav- 
ing been  experienced  during  the  earlier 
stages  of  thejvoyage.  When  she  steam- 
ed into  the  Hawaiian  port  on  Wednes- 
day, July  16,  the  New  Zealand  battle- 
cruiser  H.  M.  S.  New  Zealand  was  an- 
chored in  the  road.«!tead,  the  warship 
arriving  at  Honolulu  three  days  previ- 
ously. According  to  the  officers  of  the 
Makura  the  people  of  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands accorded  the  warship  and  her 
complement  a  great  reception  during 
the  first  part  of  the  stay  at  the  mld- 
Paciflc  capital.  The  New  Zealand  left 
Honolulu  for  Victoria  two  days  after 
the  departure  of  the  Canadian-Austra- 
lian liner.

Conflrmatlon  of  the  report  that  the 
Adelaide  Steamship  Company  had  pur- 
chased the  three  "Clan"  steamers  Clan 
Ross,  Clan  Mackay  and  Clan  Campbell 
wae  brought  by  the  Makura,  the  vensels 
changing  hands  at  £17,000  eac.*:.  The 
three  "Clans"  I'.ave  for  the  past  twelve 
months  been  employed  In  the  inter- 
State  trafBb,  and  their  acquisition  has 
been  repeatedly  rumored,  but  beyond 
the  fact  that  their  respective  charter.s 
were  all  drawing  to  a  oIopp,  nothlim 
definite  was  known  until  a  cable  came 
to  hand,  last  month.  The  vessels  are 
each  of  3,«00  tons  gross  and  1.'664  tons 
net  register,  and  were  constructed  to 
the  order  of  Messrs.  Cayser,  Irvine  & 
Company  in  1894.  So  far  no  announce- 
ments have  been  made  regarding  the 
trade  they  are  to  be  employed  In,  but 
it  is  undoubtedly  the  Adelaide  Com- 
pany's intention  to  keep  them  occupied 
much  the  same  as  they  have  been  dur- 
ing their  sojourn  in'  Commonwealth  wa- 
ters.

Dominion  Lighthouse  Tender 
Is  Held  in  Readiness  to 
Convoy  H,  M.  S,  New  Zea- 
land to  Her  Anchorage. 


British  Freighter  Fixed  to 
Come  Here  From  Australia, 
Nearly  Destroyed  by  Fire 
Off  African  Coast  Last  Year, 


Commissioned  as  the  flagship  of  the 
fleet  that  will  leave  the  Inner  Harbor 
on  Friday  morning  to  meet  the  battle- 
cruiser  H.  M.  S.  New  Zealand,  the 
T>.  <j.  S.  Quadra  is  now  lying  at  her 
herth-  fully  coaled  and  with  every- 
thing in  readiness  to  receive  the  official 
party,  which  will  b«  composed  of  Hon. 
J.  D.  Hazen  and  members  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government.  The  big  light- 
house tender  is  all  decked  out  with  sig- 
nal   flags    for    the   occasion. 

According  to  the  itinerary  an  out- 
lined by  the  Marine  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment. Hon.  J.  D.  Haien  and  party 
will  board  the  Quadra  about  9  o'clock 
On  Friday  morning,  and  the  v«8«sl,  with 
full  steam  up,  will  Immediately  head 
for  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca.  A« 
soon  as  the  battleship  comes  within 
signalling  distance  It  is  probable  that 
messages  of  welcome  will  be  exchanged, 
after  which  the  Quadra  will  come 
about  and  accompany  th©  New  Zealand 
to  her  anchorage  at  Kaqulmalt,  as  will 
also  the  other  units  of  the  large  fleet 
of  small  craft.  Subsequently  the  of- 
ficial welcoming  party  will  be  brought 
back  to  the  Government  W'harf,  and 
will  proceed  io  Esquimau  by  automo- 
bile and  taken  aboard  the  Warship  by 
launch,  when  the  official  welcoming 
ceremonies  wll  be  gone  through.  The 
Quadra  is  in  first-class  condition,  hav- 
ing recently  left  the  Victoria  Machinery 
Depot,  where  she  underwent  a  thorough 
overhauling. 


The  news  that  the  steamship  Canada 
Cape  will  shortly  come  to  British  Col- 
umbia to  load  general  cargo  for  Aus- 
tralia, was  confirmed  by  the  ofRcers  of 
the  Makura.  When  the  Makura  left  the 
Antipodes  the  Canada  Cape  had  Just 
completed  a  trip  from  Newca.-itle, 
N.  S.  TV^,  to  New  Zealand,  with  coal 
for  the  Union  Steamship  Company.  The 
Canada  Cape  has  been  rather  prominent 
in  the  shipping  world  during  the  past 
twelve  months  or  so.  While  in  South 
African  waters  last  year  a  fire  that 
did  con.<!lderable  damage  broke  out 
On  board,  and  to  save  the  vessel  it 
became  necessary  to  beach  her.  She 
remained  ashore  for  some  time  without 
anything  being  done  to  refloat  her.  but 
was  eventually  sold,  patched  up,  and 
sent  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  per- 
manent  repairs. 

Wlhen  this  work  was  completed,  the 
Canada  Cape  was  engaged  to  go  on 
berth  at  New  Tork  on  account  of  the 
American  and  Australian  Lino,  which 
took  her  to  Sydney,  where  she  remained 
idle  for  about  two  months.  The  Canada 
Cape  will  come  to  this  Coast  about 
October  to  relieve  the  regular  Canadian- 
Australian  steamships  of  p^rt  of  the 
vast  accumulation  of  freight  awaiting 
shipment    to   ports   In   the  Antipodes. 

According  to  a  recent  statement  of 
Mr.  J.  C.  Irons,  British  Columbia  agent 
of  the  Canadlaji-Australlan  Line,  several 
othwr  freighters  will  this  Fall  be  dis- 
patched  to   this   Coast   In   service.

Eight  days  after  her  arrival  from  the 
Far  East,  the  Canadian  Pacific  trans-

She  took  out  a  large  list  of 
cabin  paasengers,  including  sevsral  mis- 
sionaries, who  are  returning  to  the 
scene  of  their  religious  labors  In  the 
Orient.  Prior  to  the  advent  of  the  Em- 
press of  Russia  In  the  Pacific  ser- 
vice, the  C.  P.  R.  steamships  were 
given  a  lay-over  of  eleven  days  on  this 
side  in  the  .Summer  and  a  much  longer 
period  In  the  Winter  months.  Now 
there  is  practically  a  fortnightly  sched- 
ule in  force  between  Victoria  nad  Hong- 
kong, and  consequenely  the  vessels  of 
the  fleet  are  allowed  a  much  shorter 
stay  on  this  Coast.  The  Monteagle  Is 
duo  at  Hongkong  August  19,  and  she  is 
under  schedule  to  leave  the  lattei-  port 
August  30  on  her  return  passage.  Only 
eight  daj'S  is  alloTred  ttie  Empress  of 
Japan,  which  reached  port  on  Tuesday 
from  the  Orient.  She  Is  due  to  sail 
outward   on   July   80. 

Xassia  X^aavea  Tokobama 
On  her  second  voyage  to  Victoria,  the 
creek  liner  Etapress  of  Russia  Is  due 
to  sail  from  Yokohama  today.  When 
she  made  her  initial  voyage  here  t/a 
Russia  accomplished  a  remarkable  per- 
formance by  covering  4,198  nautical 
miles,  the  distance  between  Yokohama 
and  Victoria,  in  220  hours'  actual 
steaming  time,  or  over  nineteen  knots 
an  hour.  It  Is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that,  with  the  turbine  machinery  of  the 
Empress  of  Russia  working  at  its  high- 
est efficiency,  she  will  do  even  batter, 
and  the  probabilities  are  that  ■*he  will 
further  cut  down  the  running  time  be- 
tween the  Orient  and  this  Coast  on  the 
present   voyage.
